Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  Urban  District  for  19^3 . 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  population  for  19 63  again  shows  an 
increase  to  24,700.  The  number  of  births  (47?)  bas  only  been  exceeded,  in  1947 > 
during  the  past  thirty  years;  and  the  corrected  birth  and  death  rates  of  I9.6 
and  10.2  are  to  be  compared  with  that  of  England  and  Wales  which  was  18.2  and 
12.2  respectively.  While  the  death  rate  for  the  Country  as  a  v/hole  increased 
slightly  last  year,  Sittingbourne  showed  an  appreciable  decline. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  ascribed  to  the  Urban  District  was  322,  of  whom 
138  died  in  ILLlton  Hospital,  but  only  28  had  been  previously  resident;  251  were 
over  65  years  of  age  while  I68  were  over  75  years. 

There  were  only  three  infant  deaths  under  one  year,  giving  an  infant 
mortality  of  6.2;  two  of  the  deaths  occurred  within  the  first  month  of 
independent  life.  It  is  a  matter  for  some  pride  to  the  various  agencies 
dealing  with  parturient  women  to  achieve  such  a  low  infant  mortality, 
especially  when  associated  with  an  exceptional  high  birth  rate.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  for  England  and  Vfales  v/as  20.9  which  is  once  more  the  lov/est 
ever  recorded. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  v/as  again  low,  and  of  the  86 
notifications  Measles  accounted  for  54  and  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  13.  The 
high  notifications  for  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  v/ere  mainly  due  to  the  fact 
that  seven  cases  were  found  by  the  Mass  ]\LLniature  Radiography  Survey  v/hich 
shows  that  a  strong  focus  of  infection  still  remains  within  the  Community  and 
early  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  the  only  methods  of  finally  eradicating  the 
disease.  There  was  a  noticeable  increase  in  male  over  female  notifications. 

Gypsies  and  Van  Dwellers  who  set  up  in  unauthorised  areas  in  the  District 
have  once  more  caused  considerable  frustration,  and  a  disproportionate  amount 
of  time  has  been  spent  on  the  problems  arising  by  the  small  Inspectorate  Staff; 
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nevertheless  I  cannot  but  fail  to  notice  that  the  District  has  been  well 
covered  in  relation  to  all  the  environmental  and  other  factors  that  might 
influence  the  health  of  the  Community. 

I  wish  again  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Public  Health  Department  who 
carry  out  their  work  in  such  a  pleasant  manner. 

The  Staff  carries  out  its  duties  efficiently  without  having  regard  to 
^ clock  watching',  its  only  criterion  being  the  welfare  of  the  District  and 
the  nature  of  the  v;ork  to  be  done. 

Ivlr.  A.  Leslie,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  is  of  unfailing 
help  to  me  in  keeping  me  informed  of  all  the  day  to  day  occurrences  within 
the  District. 

I  wish  also  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  courtesy  throughout  the  Year.

26  in  February;  9  March;  3  in  April;  2  in  October;  8  in  November  and  20  in 
December)  as  compared  Y/ith  7I  occasions  in  the  previous  Year. 


The  hottest  days  of  the  Year  lYere  the  13th  June  and  24th  July,  xihexi 
Temperatures  of  82  F.  were  recorded. 


The  coldest  day  of  the  Yea.r  Y/as  the  22nd  Januar;yy  when  a  Temperature  of 
10  F.  was  recorded. 

The  total  hours  of  Sunshine  during  1965  (  as  recorded  at  the  Kent  Farm 
Institute)  was  1472.8  as  compared  with  I652.5  hours  in  I962. 

Monthly  rainfall  readings  recorded  at  Highs ted  Water  Y/orks  over  the  past 
six  years  are  shown  in  Appendi.x  "A*'  and  Appendix  ’’B”  shov/s  the  monthly  maximum  and 
minimum  Temperatures  for  the  Years  i960,  19^1?

District  during  19^3  was  322.  This  figure  represents  166  males  and  I56 
females. 

figures  for  previous  years  back  to  1930  may  be  seen  upon  reference  to 
the  details  contained  in  Table  III. 

Of  the  322  deaths  assigned  to  Sittingbourne  during  1963?  a  total  of  I38 
occurred  in  Milton  Hospital j  but  only  28  of  these  v;ere  actually  persons 
previously  resident  in  the  Urban  District.  The  figures  for  1962  v/ere  322  - 
95  and  33  respectively. 

The  average  age  of  death  v/as  72*6  being  71*1  ^'or  males  and  74*2  for 
females.  The  oldest  death  was  a  female  aged  97  years.  The  average  age  of  death 
during  I962  v/as  75*5?  being  72.6  for  males  and  70*4  for  females.

•I'he  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  year  was  6*2  per  thousand  live  births. 
The  rate  for  1962  was  18.8  per  thousand.  The  rates  for  previous  years  may  be 
seen  upon  reference  to  Table  III. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  V7as  20.9 
thousand  live  births,  which  was  the  low^est  ever  recorded  in  this  Countr^^. 

Of  the  5  deaths  recorded,  2  were  infants  under  four  v/eeks  of  age, 
resulting  in  a  ITeo- Natal  mortality  rate  of  4*1  thousand  live  births  as 
compared  with  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  of  14.2  per  thousand  live 
births. 

The  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  was  14* 4  par  thousand  total  live  and 
stillbirths.

I .  Notifiable  Diseases  --  Incidence 


Raring  the  Year,  86  notifications  were  received  in  connection  Yi/ith 
cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  occurring  in  the  Urban  District.  In 
1962  the  number  of  cases  notified  was  52. 

The  figures  for  previous  Years  are  detailed  in  Tables  VIH  and  XI. 

The  incidence  of  these  notified  cases  in  each  Quarter  of  the  Year  v/as 
as  follov/ss- 

Ist  Quarter  -  12;  2nd  Quarter  -  25;  Quarter  -  4I9  41U  Quarter  ~  10. 

The  main  causes  for  notification  were  -  Measles  (54) >  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  (13)  and  Scarlet  Never  (12). 

Of  the  54  cases  of  Measles  notified,  42  were  Children  under  Sc.hool  Age; 
11  were  School  Children  and  the  remaining  case  was  a  I'/Iale  aged  IS  years.  No 
cases  were  admitted  to  Hospital. 

Twelve  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  Y/ere  notified  during  the  Year  and  4  oP 
these  occurred  in  Children  under  School  Age,  The  remaining  8  cases  were  all 
School  Children,  of  ages  ranging  from  5^  to  I42'  years.  The  cases  were  again 
generally  of  a  mild  nature  and  all  were  isolated  in  their  OY/n  homes  Y/ith  the 
exception  of  a  girl,  aged  fy  years,  who  was  admitted  to  Keycol  Hospital. 

One  case  of  ViTiooping  Cough  occurred,  in  a  child  under  School  Age.  The 
other  5  cases  notified  v/ere  all  School  Children  in  the  age  group  5  “to  11 
years. 

The  single  case  of  Dysentery  notified  was  a  Child,  aged.  2  years.  This 
case  Y/as  treated  at  home. 

Details  of  the  I3  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified,  are  shov/n  in  Tables 
VI  and  IX.

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2.  Tuberculosis 


During  the  Year,  13  nev^  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified, 
being  the  highest  number  of  nev/  notifications  in  one  Year  since  1958»  There 
is  no  doubt  that  this  was  due  mainly  to  the  visit  of  a  Unit  of  the  Mass 
Radiography  Service  to  Sittingboume  during  the  period  from  April  to 
l6th  May,  19^3 •  Details  of  the  Persons  examined  and  Active  Tuberculosis 
Gases  found  are  shown  in  Appendix  "H”. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the 

Year. 

The  age  groups  of  the  above-mentioned  new  cases  notified  during  19^3 
are  shown  in  Table  IX,  and  Table  X  gives  a  Summary  of  Cases  on  the 
Tuberculosis  Register  during  the  Year  under  reviev/,  from  which  it  v/ill  be 
noted  that  the  total  number  of  cases  has  again  risen,  from  225  s-t  the 
beginning  of  the  Year  to  232  at  31st  December,  I963.

Road,  Bapchild  -  Doctor  and  Health  Visitor  in  attendance  -  for  the  benefit  of 
Mothers  and  Children  residing  in  Bapchild  and  the  eastern  end  of  the  Canterbury 
Road  Estate  areas. 

Vaccinations  and  Immunisations  are  given  at  all  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  if 
required,  as  follows;- 

At  5rd ,  4th  and  5th  Month  -  Triple  injections  against  Diphtheria,  ?/hooping  Cough 
and  Tetanus. 

At  6th,  7fb  and  8th  Month  -  Protection  against  Poliomyelitis,  by  Oral  Vaccine. 

At  1  -  2  Years  -  Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

All  other  persons  up  to  the  age  of  40  years  are  eligible  for  receiving 
protection  against  Poliomyelitis,  by  Oral  Vaccine,  by  arrangements  with  their 
ovm  Doctors . 

The  tv/o  Health  Visitors  (Kent  County  Council  Staff)  at  Sutton  House,  who 
cover  the  Urban  District  of  Sittingbourne  and  LUlton,  are  -  Mrs.  M.  Cheeseman 
and  Miss  J. A. Clarke. 

During  the  Year,  the  County  Medical  Officer  (Dr.  A. Elliott)  agreed  with  the 
request  of  a  group  of  Doctors  in  the  Urban  District  for  one  of  his  Health  Visitors 
to  be  employed  in  their  practise.  This  Health  Visitor  (Miss  S.  Douet)  has  since 
looked  after  their  patients  requiring  Infant  and  Child  V/elfare  Services,  and 
Clinics  are  held  at  8,  London  Road,  Sittingbourne,  as  and  when  required.  It  is 
understood  that,  in  the  near  future,  similar  assistance  may  be  given  to  other 
groups  of  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  Urban  District, 

Mental  Welfare  is  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  for  patients  from 
the  Urban  District,  at  13,  South  Road,  Faversham.  The  Sessions  for  the  Clinics 
are  held  on  Thursday  evenings  at  5  o’clock. 

A  Nursery  Class  for  partially  Deaf  Children  between  the  ages  of  three  and 
five  years  is  held  in  Gillingham  and  children  from  this  Urban  District  are  able 
to  attend. 

A  School  for  Handicapped  Children  is  held  at  the  Bobbing  Training  Centre, 
Village  Hall,  Bobbing.

5.  Old  People^ s  Welfare 


I  am  indebted  to  Councillor  Mrs.  J.  Noble  for  once  again  very  kindly 
giving  the  follov/ing  information  regarding  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee 
and  the  many  important  services  they  have  supplied  during  the  Year  in  question# 

”  We  are  in  our  twelfth  year  in  caring  for  our  Old  People  in  the  District. 

I  think  v/e  can  look  back  with  a  certain  amount  of  satisfaction;  but  forward  to 
even  greater  achievements . 

The  Chiropody  Service  still  grows;  we  have  175  patients  and  656  treatments 
have  been  given  during  the  Year.  All  these  patients  are  people  who  prefer  to 
go  to  their  usual  Chiropodist  and  pay  partially  for  their  treatment. 

The  important  Night  Sitting  Service  is  still  proving  a  great  help  and 
comfort  to  the  aged  who  are  ill.  The  Bed  Linen  Service  is  in  constand  demand 
and  is  at  the  disposal  of  the  Night  Sitters  and  Nurses  when  there  is  need  for 
the  patients  concerned. 

The  Good  Companions  Centre  is  appreciated  by  a  few  regular  old  people 
coming  in  on  Friday  afternoons  for  tea  and  a  gossip.  They  say  how  they  enjoy 
this  tiny  change  in  their  sometimes  lonely  lives.  I  sincerely  hope  in  the  near 
future  we  will  have  a  Day  Centre  which  can  provide  refreshment  and  leisure  from 
Monday  to  Friday,  for  a  great  many  deserving  Old  People  in  Sittingbourne  and 
Milton  Regis . 

The  Meals-on-'^fheels  Service,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Women’s 
Voluntary  Service,  with  a  subsidy  from  the  Sittingbourne  and  Milton  Urban 
District  Council,  is  increasing.  This  Service  provides  a  well  cooked  meal 
at  a  reasonable  price  for  the  old  person,  or  the  house-bound,  and  also  an 
opportunity  for  the  short  sod'll  call  by  the  helper.  We  are  now  delivering 
about  83  meals  per  week  which  are  taken  round  by  our  Voluntary  Helpers.  We 
owe  our  sincere  thanks  to  these  helpers  and  also  theBowaters  United  Kingdom 
Pulp  and  Paper  Mills  Limited  at  Kemsley,  and  to  Shell  Rosoarch  at  Woodstock, 
for  their  co-operation  in  preparing  these  meals . 
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We  would  like  to  thank  our  Visitor  Organiser^  Mrs.  Newman,  and  Members 
of  the  Craigmore  Social  Club,  who  offered  their  services  to  the  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Committee.  654  Birthday  and  Christmas  Cards  were  sent  during  the  Year; 
600  Eggs  were  delivered  at  Easter  and  the  same  number  of  our  elderly  and  needy 
received  money  for  coal  at  Christmas.  We  still  have  about  85  Visitors  which 
enables  frequent  visiting  thus  alleviating  much  loneliness  and  giving  comfort 
to  the  sick. 

Once  again  the  President  and  Members  of  Rotary  took  30  house-bound  old 
folk  for  an  outing  in  individual  cars.  Each  person  was  collected  by  car  and 
returned  to  their  homes  after  a  drive  round  Kent  and  tea  provided  at  Denton. 

This  was  greatly  appreciated  and  I  would  like  the  thanks  recorded  of  my 
Committee  and  myself. 

Another  gratifying  effort  has  been  the  kind  help  of  Miss  Roberts, 
Headmistress  of  the  Grammar  School  for  Girls,  accepting  our  invita.tion  for 
two  Senior  Pupils  to  attend  our  Committee  Meetings  and  report  back.  This  has 
meant  Youth  helping  Age.  The  Girls  have  done  numoious  tasks  such  as  shopping, 
changing  library  books,  writing  letters  and  paying  friendly  calls.  Similar 
kindness  has  been  given  by  the  Boys  of  St.  John’s  School  through  the  Headmaster, 
Councillor  R.  MullineuK.  The  Boys  have  run  errands,  chopped  wood  and  done 
gardening  jobs . 

Blair  Park  and  the  two  Old  People’s  Clubs  in  the  District  continue  to  be 
well  supported  and  give  much  pleasure  and  relaxation  to  a  great  many  people. 

Court  Regis,  the  Kent  County  Council  Residential  Home,  is  fulfilling  a 
useful  and  necessary  purpose,  where  some  of  our  helpers  go  regularly  by 
visiting  and  giving  entertainment.  Church  Services  are  provided  by  the  Anglican 
and  Non-Conformist  Ministers.  The  Home  is  already  full  to  capacity,  such  is 
the  result  of  a  growing  elderly  population.  It  is  a  very  happy  Home  imder  the 
capable  supervision  of  Mrs.  Jenkins,  the  Matron,  and  her  pleasant  Staff, 

Many  Social  events  have  taken  place  to  augment  the  Services  provided  and 
we  are  indebted  to  Councillor  and  Mrs.  F.  Bishop  for  holding  a  very  successful 
Wine  and  Cheese  Party  in  their  home,  for  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee. 

Before  closing  this  report,  I  would  like  to  record  our  grateful  thanks  to 
our  Organising  Secretary,  I.Irs .  I.  Sewrey,  for  her  welcome  and  loyal  support 
since  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  was  formed  in  1952.  Our  thanks  are 
also  due  to  our  most  efficient  Treasurer,  Mrs.  J.M.Mobbs.  "

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


!•  Water  Supply 

(a)  The  whole  of  the  Urban  District  has,  since  the  1st  April,  1956, 
been  supplied  from  the  Council’s  Undertaking,  The  supply  has,  during  the 
Year  under  review,  been  adequate  both  in  quality  and  quantity, 

(b)  Forty- two  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  15  samples  were  submitted  for  chemical  examination.  All  the 
samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  In  addition,  as  a  result  of  a  complaint 
received  from  residents  on  a  new  housing  estate  to  the  west  of  the  Town,  10 
samples  were  submitted  to  the  Laboratory  for  copper  content.  The  Pathologist’s 
report  indicated  that  the  copper  concentrations  could  not  be  regarded  as 
dangerous  to  health. 

(c)  All  the  dwellings  (8,014)  within  the  Urban  District  are  supplied  from 
public  water  mains . 


2 ,  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

(a)  During  the  Year  extensions  of  the  Council’s  sewerage  system  were 
carried  out  to  serve  new  housing  development  Y/ithin  the  area. 

(b)  Negotiations  continued  during  the  Year  with  the  River  Board  and  other 
interested  parties  and,  at  the  time  of  writing,  contract  documents  are  in  the 
hands  of  tenderers.  Tenders  are  due  for  return  by  September,  19^4  and  it  is 
expected  that  work  will  commence  during  1964. 

(c)  Routine  treatment  against  rodents  in  the  sewerage  system  was  again 
carried  out.  Warfarin  was  used  and  from  the  results  obtained  the  incidence  of 
infestation  would  appear  to  be  lov\f.  Nevertheless  continued  periodic  treatment 
is  not  only  prudent  but  essential  for  the  control  of  infestation  in  the 
sewerage  system  throughout  the  town. 


3*  Scavenging 

(a)  The  administration  of  the  Council’s  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
service  is  imder  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

(b)  During  the  Year  the  Council  agreed  that  the  ’’Paper-sack”  system 
should  be  applied  to  the  Council’s  Murston  housing  estate  as  a  pilot  scheme. 
The  numbers  of  houses  so  far  completed  and  occupied  is  as  yet  too  small  for 
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any  conclusion  as  to  cost  etc  which  might  influence  the  Council  in  extending 
this  basically  sound  public  health  system  of  storage  and  collection  over  a 
wider  area  of  the  town. 

(c)  The  present  tip  has  reached  capacity  and  it  is  anticipated  that  a 
new  tip  will  be  developed  at  Milton  when  full  control  measures  will  be 
operated.  The  existing  tip  is  presenting  a  much  tidier  appearance  as  a  result 
of  better  control  measures  which  are  being  used. 


4.  School  Sanitation 


(a)  The  sanitary  facilities  provided  are  maintained  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

(b)  School  kitchen  hygiene  has  continued  to  be  of  a  high  standard.  Again 
there  was  no  incident  connected  with  the  consumption  of  food  prepared  at  the 
school  kitchens  within  the  town. 


5.  Public  Conveniences 


The  conveniences  provided  were  generally  maintained  in  a  clean  and 
satisfactory  manner. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  year  after  year  comment  needs  to  be  made  of 
the  wilful  damage  caused  in  the  public  conveniences  throughout  the  town.  This 
is  obviously  done  by  a  small  but  persistent  minority.  Apart  from  the  dislocation 
of  facilities  and  the  expense  of  repairing  damage,  the  whole  operation  seems  to 
be  so  pointless  as  little  or  no  satisfaction  can  be  obtained  by  the  persons 
responsible. 


6.  Public  Swimming  Baths 

(a)  Ten  samples  of  the  bath  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

(b)  The  total  number  of  bathers  using  the  pool  during  the  Year  was  56,861 
as  compared  with  57,145  in  1962. 


7 .  Mortuary  Accommodation 

The  mortuary  facilities  provided  by  the  Council  were  used  during  the  Year 
for  the  accommodation  of  25  bodies.

10.  Complaints 

During  the  Year,  a  total  of  125  complaints  were  received  from  tenants  of 
non-Council  Houses  and  4  from  tenants  of  Council  Houses,  in  connection  with 
alleged  unsatisfactory  conditions. 

These  complaints  v;ere  investigated  and  appropriate  action  was  taken  to 
remedy  the  conditions  found. 

The  effects  of  the  Council’s  slum  clearance  efforts  is  reflected  in  the 
continued  reduction  in  the  number  of  complaints  relating  to  housing  conditions. 
This,  together  with  the  continued  trend  towards  owner- occupation,  has 
materially  improved  the  general  housing  standards  throughout  the  town. 

There  has  been  a  change  in  the  type  of  complaint  during  the  past  year  or 
so.  Many  more  relate  to  more  general  environmental  conditions,  such  as 
emanations  from  industry,  fly  nuisances  and  the  like.  The  investigation  of 
many  of  these  complaints  take  considerable  time  and  the  solution  in  many  cases 
is  neither  obvious  or  sinplo  and  it  sometimes  appears  to  complainants  that 
little  or  no  progress  is  being  made  when  in  fact  considerable  efforts  are 
being  made  by  the  Department  to  secure  a  remedy.

Milk  Supply 

(a)  The  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  i960 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above-named  Regulations,  this  Authority  is 
responsible  for  registering  all  Retailers  within  the  Urban  District  as 
Distributors  of  tUlk.  The  number  of  Retailers  registered  is  68. 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  Authority  responsible  for  the  issue  of 
Licences  for  the  sale  of  designated  Milks,  and  these  Licences  are  valid  for 
five  years  from  the  date  of  issue. 

(b)  Examination  of  llUlk  Supplies 

(i)  72  samples  of  liLlk  ?/ere  submitted  for  bacteriological  or  other 
prescribed  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratoiy,  Maidstone.  The  bulk 
of  the  supply  is  in  the  hands  of  two  or  three  main  suppliers  and  it  seems 
unnecessary  to  duplicate  samples  from  different  puiv'eyors  obtaining  their 
supplies  from  the  same  source.

(i)  Two  private  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  for  the  i:ise  of  Butchers 
in  the  Town,  and  152  visits  were  paid  to  these  slaughterhouses  during  the 
Year. 

The  number  of  animals  presented  for  slaughter  v/as  2,264  as  compared 
with  3 >008  in  the  previous  Year  and  2,657  in  I96I. 

(ii)  The  small  amount  of  meat  condemned  in  the  slaughterhouses 
(1,426  lbs)  was  dyed  green  and  disposed  of  under  guarantee  to  a  firm  of 
bi-product  manufacturers. 

The  Department’s  transport  collects  foodstuffs  condemned  in  Food 
Shops  and  this  is  disposed  of  under  suitable  safeguards  at  the  Council’s 
Tip.

(iii)  The  majority  of  Ice  Cream  sold  in  the  Urban  District  is  produced  by 
National  Manufacturers  and  invariably  is  sold  pre-packed.  No  difficulty  has 
been  experienced  in  the  supervision  of  this  Trade  during  the  Year. 

(iv)  One  complaint  was  made  concerning  an  abnormal  taste  in  ice-cream 
manufactured  and  sold  in  the  town.  Unfortunately  by  the  time  the  complaint 
was  made  all  the  ice  cream  in  question  had  been  sold.  However,  a  sample  was 
taken  of  the  ’’cold  mix”  from  which  the  ice-cream  was  manufactured  and 
submitted  to  the  County  Analyst.  It  was  reported  that  the  flavour  of  the 
mixture  was  definitely  abnormal  probably  due  to  the  deterioration  of  the  fat 
contained  in  the  mix.  The  ’’cold  mix”  powder  was  withdrawn  from  use  and  the 
manufacturer  informed.  No  further  complaints  have  been  received.

12 .  General  Hygiene  in  Food  Premises 

There  appears  to  be  a  genuine  desire  by  all  classes  of  food  traders  to 
maintain  satisfactory  standards  of  food  hygiene  and  generally  the  standard 
is  reasonable.  Unhappily  this  desire  is  not  backed  up  with  a  sufficient 
understanding  of  what  can  be  potential  sources  of  danger  to  public  health, 
hence  we  continue  to  see  lavish  displays  of  sliced  cooked  meats,  bacon  and 
so  on.  The  increasing  use  of  refrigerated  display  units  helps  to  minimize 
much  of  this  potential  danger  but  nevertheless  it  has  been  noted  on  a  number 
of  occasions  that  food  is  handled  far  too  much  by  food  handlers. 

There  continues  to  be  a  good  relationship  between  food  traders  and  the 
Officers  of  the  Department,  which  is  beneficial  from  every  point  of  view.

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5*  Repair  and  Maintenance  of  Houses 

(a)  In  order  to  secure  repairs  required  under  notices  served  by  the 
Department,  a  disproportionate  amount  of  time  and  effort  is  necessary  by 
reason  of  the  delays  which  seem  to  be  inevitable  in  getting  a  builder  on 
the  job  once  the  owner  has  given  the  necessary  instructions.  This  position 
is  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  pressure  under  which  the  local  building  trade  has 
to  operate.  If  and  when  it  is  possible  to  carry  out  routine  inspection  of 
houses  to  secure  that  a  satisfactory  state  of  repair  is  maintained,  this 
situation  could  be  extremely  difficult. 

One  of  the  saving  graces  in  this  field  is  the  continued  trend 
towards  owner-occupation,  particularly  of  the  older  type  of  houses.  In 
almost  every  case  once  a  house  becomes  owner-occupied  the  standard  of  repairs 
and  maintenance  improves  out  of  all  recognition.  Not  only  are  necessary 
repairs  carried  out,  but  in  many  cases  baths,  inside  water  closets,  hot 
v/ater  systems  etc  are  provided  with  the  assistance  of  an  improvement  grant. 

The  importance  of  this  trend  cannot  be  over- emphasised  as  it  is  playing  a 
real  part  in  the  general  improvement  of  housing  conditions  in  the  tovm. 

(■b)  Rent  Act,  1937

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(c)  Discretionary  Improvement  Grants  ~ 

Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958 
(as  amended  by  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing 
Act,  1959  and  Housing  Act,  I961) 

During  the  Year,  27  applications  for  Grants  in  connection  with 
Discretionary  Improvement  Schemes,  v/ere  submitted  to  the  Council.  These 
were  all  approved. 

The  total  cost  of  the  v/orks  involved  in  these  approved  applications, 
amounted  to  £14,185  and  the  total  of  the  Grants  allowed  was  £7,077* 

There  ?/ere  22  Completion  Certificates  issued  during  the  Year  and  9  of 
these  were  in  respect  of  applications  received  during  the  Years  I96I  and 
1962.  In  addition,  1  application  received  in  i960  was  cancelled  at  the 
Applicant's  request. 

The  Improvement  Schemes  v/ere,  as  in  previous  Years,  mainly  concerned 
with  the  provision  of  bathrooms,  internal  v/ater  closets  and  hot  water 
systems  and  consequential  improvements  to  kitchens. 

One  of  the  applications  v/as  in  connection  with  the  Conversion  of  two 
properties  into  six  flats. 

(d)  Standard  Improvement  Grants  - 

House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959 
(as  amended  by  the  Housing  Act,  I961) 

During  the  Year,  I4  applications  for  Grants  in  connection  with  Standard 
Improvement  Schemes,  Y/ere  submitted  to  the  Council.  All  of  these  were 
approved . 

There  ?/ere  19  Completion  Certificates  issued  during  the  Year  and  7  of 
these  were  in  respect  of  applications  received  and  approved  during  I962. 

Since  the  Act  came  into  force,  the  Council  has  received  and  approved 
59  applications.  Fifty- four  of  these  were  completed  by  51st  December,  1965* 
In  addition,  2  applications  received  in  I961/62  were  cancelled  at  the 
applicants'  request. 

The  total  cost  of  the  works  involved  in  the  54  completed  applications 
amounted  to  £10,404  and  the  total  of  the  Grants  allowed  Y/as  £5,016. 

The  improvements  required  under  the  applications  were  for  the  provision 
of  hot  v/ater  systems,  baths,  v/ash-hand  basins,  internal  water  closets  and 
foodstores . 
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(e)  Every  opportunity  has  "been  taken  during  the  Year  to  publicise 
the  improvement  grants  which  are  available  to  ov/ners  of  dwellings.  Yet 
the  fact  remains  that  comparatively  small  numbers  of  ovmers  take  advantage 
of  the  scheme,  and  it  is  regrettable  that  in  spite  of  all  our  efforts  to 
publicise  the  grants  there  still  remains  many  people  who  have  no  knowledge 
whatever  of  what  is  available  to  them  in  the  way  of  improvement  grants. 
Perhaps  this  situation  will  change  when  the  Housing  Bill  at  present  before 
Parliament  becomes  law, 

(f)  Details  in  connection  with  Improvement  Grants,  both  Discretionary 
and  Standard,  are  shown  in  Tables  XVII  and  XVIII, 

(g)  Progress  of  Five-Year’s  Slum  Clearanee  Programme 

1965  was  the  first  year  of  the  Council’s  second  Five-Year’s  Clearance 
Programme.  During  the  period  67  unfit  houses  were  dealt  v/ith  by  way  of 
undertakings,  closing  or  demolition  orders.  The  majority  v/ere  in  the 
Murston  area.  During  the  period  under  review,  46  families  were  rehoused. 

(h)  Rehousing  -  Removal  Expenses 

In  connection  v/ith  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  Programme,  1  person 
upon  being  rehoused  applied  for  her  removal  expenses  to  be  paid  by  the 
Council.  Under  the  authority  of  Council  Mnute  No. 507(5)  dated  October, 
1959 >  the  expenses  in  this  case  were  met  by  the  Council.

6,  Gypsies  and  Van  Dv/ellers 


The  influx  of  Van  Dwellers  into  the  Urban  District  continued  during 
the  Year,  and  was  the  cause  of  serious  complaint  from  residents. 

During  the  course  of  the  Year,  in  accordance  with  the  Council’s  policy 
of  eviction  of  van  dwellers  from  land,  no  fev/er  than  95  vans  were  removed. 
This  did  not  in  any  way  solve  the  problem  but  meant  that  more  and  more  land 
v;as  despoiled  by  the  van  dwellers,  and  the  position  was  made  more  difficult 
for  residents  and  van  dwellers  alike.  More  and  more  land  in  the  Town  is 
being  fenced  off  against  these  people  and  vans  are  appearing  on  land  near 
to  the  Tovm  centre. 

At  present  a  solution  of  this  problem  does  not  appear  to  be  v;ithin 
sight,  but  it  is  clear  that  it  is  essential  that  some  solution  is  found 
before  the  whole  situation  gets  out  of  hand. 


7.  Uational  Assistance  Act,  194Q  (Section  5Q) 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951 

The  Department  was  called  upon  to  deal  v/ith  one  case  during  the  Year. 
This  case  v;as  a  Male  aged  86  years. 

No  relative  v/as  able  or  willing  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for 
the  interment  of  this  person  and  action  was,  therefore,  taken  by  the 
Department  under  the  authority  of  the  above-named  Act  and  Section. 


No  death  grant  was  obtainable  due  to  the  age  of  this  person. 
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8.  Atmospheric  Pollution 

No  positive  progress  has  been  made  towards  dealing  with  the  low  level 
discharge  from  the  local  cement  works.  The  works  in  question  come  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  H.M. Alkali  Inspectorate,  Liaison  continues  between 
the  Council’s  Officers  and  H.M. Alkali  Inspector  for  the  areas  who  has  been 
fully  informed  of  the  housing  development  taking  place  near  to  the  works 
and  the  importance  of  seciiring  that  the  discharge  from  the  cement  kilns  is 
at  a  high  level. 

Generally,  in  the  absence  of  instruments  to  measure  the  air  pollution 
level  in  various  parts  of  the  Tovm  it  is  not  possible  to  say  what  the 
position  is,  although  every  step  is  taken  to  try  to  reduce  pollution  to  a 
minimum.  There  has  been  a  satisfactory  degree  of  co-operation  v/ith  industry 
in  the  To?m  in  doing  what  is  reasonably  possible  to  achieve  this  objective.
